That they ſhould do well ro ſeek the Face of God 
in time, and to wreſtle mightily with him for Grace, 
Repentance, and Forgiveneſs, that ſo they might not 
periſh everlaſtingly, Their time was ſhort, their 
work great, it was no caſte matter to get to Hea- 
ven. 

That I had known many very holy, mortified, and 
godly Perſons that bad ſpent Threeſcore years in a 
Xeligious Life , and cloſe walking with God, yet -

Heaven, And thar they had much more cauſe to 
work out their Salvation with fear ang tremblirig, 

And in the upſhot told them, thar if they would ſe- 
riouſly and heartily embrace and follow theſe Coun- 
ſels, if they would today, whillit ir is called ro day, | 
hearken to the Voice of God, and not ha:den their 
Hearts, there was hope for them in their latter end, 
For their was forgiveneſs with God that he might be 
feared, yea with the Lord there was mercy, and plen- 
teous Redemprion. Other Miniſters coming in, L 
bad them farewel for the preſent,

- viſited them again, and found with them 
Mr. G. T. a worthy Miniſter of Exon, who gave me 
an account of the unſuccesfulneſs of his Labors, as | 
to that wicked Woman the Nurſe; and then in a very 
pathetical and devout prayer, moſt pertinent to their 
conditions, with great melrings of his own heart and 
affe&ions, commended them unto the Lord. 

When he was gone, I dealt again with the Nurſe, 
but no more privately as heretofore ; I urged her to 
repent of her horrid Murders, to acknowledg them, 
and take the ſhame of them to her ſelf: That ſhe muſt 
doit, God and Man, Heaven and Earth required it 
from her mouth, x 

She ſtill asks me, Sir, what will: you haye me con- 
feſs an untruth unto you, a matter of which I amnot | 
Guilty 2 I told her that none believed her, that it was 
a moſt improbable thing that thoſe Perſons who wit- 
neſſed againſt her, ſome of them being to my know- 
ledg Perſons fearing God, hating a lie, ſhould ever 
accuſe her fallly, They had no temptations toir, ſhe 

ever having wronged nor offended them, that as far 
as I knew, they were as much her Friends, as her 
SH , Miſtrefles, 
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Miſtreſles, that there was neither profit, nor adyati» 
tage, nor pleaſure, nor honor accrewing to them in 
taking away ber life, and they were too tender, and 
made more Conſcience than ſo, to draw upon them=- 
ſc]ves the guilt of innocent Blood. 

And finally, I told Ker, . that ſhe had 
* ſwopt a Bargain with the Devil for ſecre= * made 
cy to her own deſtruction, that all would out 
at laſt, as cunningly and' cloſely as ſhe did carry it, 
before Men and Angels; and faid I, yqu are one of 
the moſt bloody Women, that ever came into this 
Goal, you are guilty of Two Murthers upon your 
Miſtreſſes, guilty of a Third before God, having drawn 
in this poor Girl like a Devil, as you are, to'Joyn 
with you to ruin them and her ſelf alſo, and though 
ſhe ſuffered juſtly from Man,yet her Blood would be re- 
quired from your hands by God, and then ycu mult 
anſwer for the ſhortning of her days, and that de- 
ſtruQion ſhe and you have brought upon her ſelf; So 
that ſhe was drowned oyer and over in Blood-guiltineſs: 
And I did as verily belieye ſhe would be in Hell, un- 
leſs there were a very wonderful change wroughe 
upon her, asthat old Murderer her Father the De-

Theſe words extorted tears from her, but no con2 
feſlion, and ſhe prayed me to have better thoughts 
and hopes of her. I told her, I wiſh I had ſome 
grounds for them, bur I could have none, till I ſaw 
her {tony Heart rent and ſhiyered to pieces, and her 
Bones broken under the ſence of ber Helliſh wicked- 
neſs, and ſhe did not continue to rejeR the Counſels 
of God to her own deſtruRton.

After condemnaZ 
tion crowds of vulgar Perions throng in upon theſe 
Malefa&ors : The coverous Keepers for love of a 
piece of money letting them in, who by their looſe, 
idle, and impertinent diſcourſes, obſtrut the ſucceſs 
of Miniſterial Labors. However this poor Maid afſſu- 
red me, 'that her thoughts had been upon my Coun- 
lels in the night, and ſhe wou'd make it her buſineſs 
todo it more effeQually, and withal, added that ſhe 
ſaw her ſelf undone for ever.

She's gone unto 
ber Judge, hath undergone her Doom ; and if ſhe be 
ſaved, it is a Thouſand mercies unto the World, that 
the World neither doth, nor can know it. 


Bur did ſhe not proteſt her Innocency to the very 


laſt? - 
I know ſhe did, and is ſhe Innocent becauſe ſhe 


ſaid ſs> Dying perſons are indeed to be credited : 
But then they muſt be perſons of credit and ferious ; 
and if Condemned Malefactors, ſuch as are moſt 
Eminent-and exemplary. for their Repeatance. Can 
any -one Man or Woman living, that Converfſt with 
her from firſt to laſt, from her Impriſonment to her 
Execution, avow upon her knowledge, that ſhe faw 
ſo much as one poor token of a broken heart, of a

Had ſhe been Innocent, ſhe could not have been fo 
much concerned for life as ſhe was? I told her $1 
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Phmouth and Exon, and ſhe was told the ſame by i 
Reverend Divine, that Innocency was a Wall of Brafs, 
jt would carry a Perſon above the fear of Death, 
make her to outbrave Death z ſhe could go trium- 
phantly intothe preſence of the Eternal Judg, and 
bleſs him that ſhe was condemned unjuſtly. 

Belides, her Innocence as to this FaRt, would have 
Ingaged her to a more curious and exaR ſcrutiny in- 
to her life paſt, ro have found out the true cauſe of 
Gods anger in ſhortning her days, and to a moſt holy 
life, and religious preparation of her Soul for death, 
during the whole time of her impriſonment. None of 
which ſhe had done; unleſs looleneſs, prophaneneſs,and 
uncleanneſs muſt be expounded, andgaken for it. 

Finally, I lookt upon her as a deſperate and Fore- 
lorne wretch, and told her it was tio hew thing to find 
her ſuch. *Tisno new thing for the worſt of finnersts 
be deſperate.

. Iris nopleaſure to me, no pleaſing task to Rake in 
Dunghils, Would .ro God all Vices were Buried 
together with hers, though under the Gibber !. It were 
no difficult matter, nay a man might with a wet Fin-

Yes, faith he, .I am dead, I 
wastook fick ſhortly upon my going to Sea z and died 
this day, and about an hour ſtuce, ſo many Leagues
